600 to be d\- 
vided among outsiders, to be delivered by Juhe- 
s n. Tbe rcbbeie thought themselves safe, as 
tbe plan bad been fully carried oat, ai.d 
each one carried of bu share ot the plun- 
der, thus avoiding the necessity of a 
sub^uent meeUrz. But the thieVes were 
mh-taken. Tbe Police Commissioners ha>] 
known cl tbe projected rebbery for two weeks 
ixfote it occurred, and hsve had their dete r- 
tives on the track of Johnson for all that time. 
W tether It was becaase the ?1,000 was in;uUl- 
dent to bny off the force, or bertause the Ex- 
prtss Company bad sent Eiast 816U for live de- 
tectives to work up the job, maUens not; sulli.:e 
it to say that the City Police Immjdiaieiy went 
to work, and bc'ore night, one or more of the 
‘uppoved robbers were arrested. Of course, it 
Was nccresery that tbe nlm.-et secresy .should 
be observed, and instead of t-king ihi;u 
at rested to tbe calaboose, they w.-re coofia .d 
i' the Licdell Hotel. Before ths Monday 
eight succredlng the robbery, the tal- 
lowing persons were in confiacxent 
in f-e sixth itory of the Llndell IJj- 
t*l: Ed Nenmasier and his sister-in-law, 

Jchnsoc and his wife, Joe Gilbert and his wile, 
and a man named Lyman. These parties were 
all ccrCned in separate rooms, aud a guard of 
pclirimcn were p atruliug tiie corridors of the 
boul in frest of the rooms of these prisooers 
ol sia'e, calling attention to the matter. N.u- 
masur was the first to succumb to solitary con- 
finement, and, upen kis confession, the hcm« of 
his tister-in-law, on St. Chories strest, was 
searched, and elfi.OOO. the share of himsrif aad 
Lyman, toend concealed in the mattressos on the 
beda Following up the cine, two tin cuirf, 
hermeticblly sealed, were found in Ihs Liudall 
lot. the circus ground, on Washington avenue. 
Tee cans coeuined about «iG OoO each, making 
a total of f 28,000 said to have oeeu recovered. 
0±er rumors have it that elS.OOO more was 
discoveied in Johnsou'a house: that a por-ion 
of tbe money was fouud upon Gilbert's person; 
but iLc fact tbat Gilbert w-s in iai! at the timj 
ot tbe robbery, on the charge of pt^dug couc- 
terlsit motev, would seem to disprove the 
rumf r.

But one subject occupies, the ihouzhuof ihe 
pe< pie cf Er g’and earnestly at this motaenf, 
and this is the cattle plague. Wherever von 
gc. you hear of nothing cLc. It fills the col- 
nmns of the daily and weekly press; It absorbs 
the attention of Parliament to the exclusion of 
ail other matUrs; it is made the subject ufdia- 
couise in the pulpit, besides furnishing the 
topic ol special prayers to all sorts of believers. 
Rinderpest, cattle plague, murrain— it is matter 
of di.-cuasion on 'Change, at the clube, in socie- 
ty-most of all, perhaps, at the dinner uble, 
where “the roast beef of old En.giand'’ bos b«n 
so long tte price of the people as the pUce de 
rttistance of cveiy civic baLijacl and private en 
trrtainment. Where now is your Knight of 
the fchambles, tbe brave Sir Loin? Where is 
your 1 rood peer, the Baron of BciD The/ are 
Ihrettenod with extinction of their titles, and 
toast Uu'iEselvcs no more. Cimuitaneously with 
the panic about tbe cattle, there comci tons from 
Germany direful rumers about the spread of 
an awiul disease produced by earing pork — a 
disease that takes the form of the terrible mal- 
ady ol Herod, tetrarch of Judea, and consumes 
iu victims by woims. *We are warned not to 
cat pork in any ofiu foims. The roast pig of 
Charles Lamb; the junlont of Westphalit; 
Bayonne an' Yorkshire; the sausages, as well 
of Braunschw eig as those that used to excite 
the shrewd suspicions of Mr. Samnel Weller- 
all are to be equally avoided. The devils tbat 
were cf St out atoretime and entered the herd ot 
swirc have reappeared in the descendants of 
these animals. Prufossor Owen, the distiu- 
gnisbed naturalist of the Britiob Museum, has 
done Ecmctbing to quiet tbe public arlarm 
about Trychinosis by assuring us th;it 
the disease is not new, and I wjuler 
that J'tMch and Fun, the Queen's Jss- 
ters ol our time, wbo would m .'ae game even 
of the total dUai pearance ol the partridge-, 
have b^th laiied of the o]>poituniiy of declaring 
tbat tLc Tiychlnocis is at least as old as the 
Diet of Worms. Bai, far from t our correspond- 
ent is' the iutciitiun ot lrcatin;r wi;h unbocjm- 
iug levity the German epiuemie or the EugUih 
mnrrain. The luurmou.i increase of thelat'cr 
in Ue nnmher of cattle attacked Irom wee'a to 
week is tnongh to excite tbe g avest apprihcn- 
sions for the future condition of the country, 
and the worst ftu'ure of the crisis is to see what 
a wide va.iance of opinion there exists aming 
lesielatois and scicnlilic raen as to the bai 
means of pulling a stop to the Rinderpest’s rav- 
ages. One statesman would prohibit absolute- 
ly all importation-, of cattle from tbe continent, 
while another predicU tbat such a measu.*e 
would breed a famine. Cuuld some ca '.tie-doc- 
tor step forward at th'is moment aod cure the 
complaint, there is liitie doubt ue would be ele- 
vated to the Peerage, in like manner with Lord 
Overstone tor his lime'y suggestions upon na- 
tional finance some years ago. The Govern- 
ment bill, which will be read a third time to- 
day in the Honse cf Commons, prescribes that 
all beasts that are attacked arc to be killed 
ro itistanti, and tbat a'.i others tbat have been 
exposed to the infection may be doomed to 
slaughter at the discretion of the local authori- 
ties, with twrtial com|>ensation to theowner-s 
and places the removal ol catrie from one lo- 
cality to another under very severe restrictions. 
The great embarrassmeut with regard 
to this wlU be what constitutes legiti- 
mate exposure to inlccUon. Tbe disease 
may be carried for miles by tbe hair of an ani- 
mal or the clotms cf a cowherd, the drifting 
leaves ot a hedgerow, or even the iron lire ol 
a cartwheel. Mr. Bright, in his remarks on 
the rai>id and facile si<read ot the infection, did 
uot lose the chances cf hitting the fox-hnntiug 
aiietccracy a hard blow by remindiug them that 
tte plague was {wobably being disseminated a 1 
over the island by their hounds. Assuredly if 
it should be thought that wherever the hounds 
have gone the cait'.e have been exposed to at- 
tack, all the animals of the bovine and vaccine 
species in England must be shun. Perhaps the 
moat notable feature of tbe debate in Parlia- 
ment on the subject has been the debut in legis- 
lative oratorj- of Mr. John Stuart Mill, M. P. 
lor Weeiminsler, and eminent writer on Politi 
cal Economy. AD, Mill’s style ol spcaxlng is 
said to bu open to tbe same objection brought 
by iheatiical critics against the stage declama- 
tion cf Miss Avonia Jones — that of being “in- 
audible to the galleries.” Indeed iris generally 
admitted that Mr. Mill's debut was a failure, 
but Ibis is not the first time, as yon know, that 
great writers and thinkers have broken down 
in the Ho'ose of Commons. 

The at ack of the Times on the Governuent 
in its issue of Alouday last is regarded in many 
quarters ae significant cf the fail of the Minis- 
try. 'i'he weather-cock ol Pr.uiicg House 
Sqc.'.re rarely fails in indicating the direction of 
the p'-i ’.ilar breeze. Tue Conservatives begin 
to be sanguine cf the cnti.'e future ol Reform, 
t'Lr-'Ugh iLfc dissenrions that prevu; among its 
advocutee. Tney say tie “one-barrclcd R jform 
Bril ' ol the Cabmet, as it has been deaomi 
naied, will be defeated, that thereupon Earl 
Rnssc.'l will risign, and Lord Derby will bo 
asked to term a Governmsn', and will teclare 
Lis iu&bi ily to do any thing with the prts.-m 
Parliament — and then Eirl Rucsell wril come 
back with some changes in his coUeages of the 
Cabinet, tut wiihcu', any K.lorm Bill at all. 
However thL may be, it is very generally br- 
lievcd that the MiaisUy now in power will go 
out in ices than three months.

OUR PARIS LETTER. 

[SiKcUl Coircspccdence of tbe LoniBrllla Jonnial.J 
Paris, FR.iacr., B’eb. 16, I8«k>. 
There is not much in the way of political 
goesip to chronicle, fave some little excitement 
cauEed by the debate in the Senate of the Roin.'-.n 
question. The statement of M. Rouhn, Min- 
ister of State, seems to have called forth tbe^e 
diecnEsiens relative to the September Conven- 
tion, which he states created two distinct 
temporal Eovereignties in Italy; that the French 
Government bad for its object the-m.alntenauee 
of the temporal power ol the Pope as some- 
thing distinct from tbe Kingdom of Italy. And, 
fo preserve this after the withdrawal of the 
French troops, conventions betweeh Rome and 
France arrange for the levying of troops, com- 
posed of Frenchmen and officered by French- 
men; though in the service of other coun- 
tries, still retaining their right of cilD.en- 
ship in France. In aduiiion to these, all the 
Roman Catholic powers will furnish the Poi>e 
with an army. Tbe ConetitutionneL the Oor- 
ernment organ, says: “There are now in pres- 
ence two governments which may not be in 
accord on all pofots, but which have already 
entered on negotiations, and which, by that 
very fact, have rec'Ognized each other.” Tae 
Union it by no means disposed to allow 
these observations, and replies on this 
point: “When did tbe ConsUtutionnel learn 
international law? And bow long has it been 
the caee that two governments in open hostility 
—one being the despoiler, the other the victim 
—recognize each other by the rapture of ne- 
gotiations the very success of whieh would 
have excluded all idea of recognition?” The 
Emperor seems not to stand in very pleasant 
relations to the Roman Coart. To get away 
with credit and success h> doubtless his aim. 
His i>osilion with the Holy Father is pretty 
much tbe same as the one he occupies in regard 
to Maximilian. 

But, fo change the subject to matters light 
and airy, and we doubt not of more interest, to 
at least tbe fair portion of your readers, a 
short description of the grand fancy ball of 
which all Paris has been in a state of 
excitement and preparation for weeks post. 
It has at length taken place. Nearly 3,000 
persons of the highest rank and fashion la 
Europe were present; among them the En- 
peror and the Empress and the Priuco and 
PrinceES Hohenzollern. These appeared in 
black dominoes. Tue ball was given b y the 
Micistec of Marine?, the Marquis de Chaa?e- 
loup-Lanbat and hi.? fascinating wife, who wss 
formerly Miss P., of New Orleans. It was 
decidedly of the most splendid description, tbe 
most attractive feature being the representation 
cf the different countries of the world, in appro- 
priate costume, which formed a procession, and 
passed slowly in their respective poeitions. 
Fiiet came Europe, personated by Mmc. B»r- 
tholomy, attired in an elegant costume, over 
which she wore a splendid cloak of crimson vel- 
vet, a diadem of precious stones, very brilliant, 
and a necklace composed of all the different 
orders of the various States. She stood on an 
elevated car, adorned with tbe shield or coat of 
arms of all the European powers. M'lle Bsek- 
with appeared os B'rance, dressed iu white 
satin, a tri-colored round her wai’t, an olive 
branch in her hand as the symbol of peace, and 
an out-spread eagle on her head. She was at- 
tended by Norman, Britons, and Alsaciaus. 
Asia was represented by the Princess Kimskl 
Korsakoff In a dress of tiowered brocade, recKn- 
icg in an Indian palanquin, ornamented with 
white elf pbants’ heads. Her dress was covered 
with diamonds, a perfect blaza of light shoot- 
ing fre m their resplendent Inster. Before her 
were feur crocodiles, with gaping mouth?. 

-Aliica next appeared, the Princess J . We 

have forgotten the name. She was 

scaled cn a throne, covered with lions’ 
skins: on her head an cnormeus p^a- 

ccik, compoEed entirely of diamonds 

emeralds, tu'uies, sapphires, turquoises, and to 
PB7C8 T7;e Ctrces was Of White satin, trimmed 
with gold, and a purple mantle, fistencd at the 
wai.?t by a magcificenl girdle of brilliants. In 
her hand she had a golden scepter, surmounted 
by a bird, also jeweled as the one described 
above. Before her marched Abyssinia, and be- 
Ifind the throne came Arab chiefs iu white and 
liurple but noose. Iu the rear was the represen- 
fotion of a dromedrry, on whose back was seat- 
ed M'me de M., as Islamlsm. She wore a hel- 
met, breastplate, and scimitar, ail of gold; the 
Koran in one baud and a sword in the other. 
She was supposed fo be coming from Mecca to 
ccnqncr tbe world. Last, though not least, is 
this tharmlrg cortege came America, person- 
ated by Miss Carter, and an eecort of thirty of 
cur own fair countrywomen — we thought we 
recognized a LouisviLc lace amoug tbe cum- 
ber. America appeared as reclining in a ham- 
mock, suspended between two palm-trees, and 
decorated with our national colors and arms. 
As this Lcjuliful escort passed up, the orchestra 
struck up cur national air. There were several 
costumes noted for their beauty aud mignlfi- 
cccce. The Marquise de Chassekup L.inbat 
heiself, attracted general admiration in h,r- 
cos.tums of Louis XV., and a magniiicent cor- 
onet of diamonds. 

On Sunday last commenced the Corniv.al at 
Pari? — a ghostly shadow of its former magnltl- 
ctLce, cjctrasted, we-are informed, by feimilar 
displays in the days of the eld Bourbon;. The 
prccetsiCK of the B<ruf-gras was the principal 
feature of the occasion, which consUttd of the 
butchers cf Pari?, to the number cf one hundred 
and iilty, under the anihori'^y and supervision 
cf the police, got up In fantastic parade, the 
cbkf features of which were two bands of mu- 
sic, the performers dretsed ia grotes»i'ie cos- 
tume and wearing maslm. A wagon, with seats 
placed a la pyramid, and trimmed with flowers, 
the 'Whole mounted by gaudily-decked females, 
boys, and men. Next a cab, mode in imitation 
of a equach, in which was seated a long, melan- 
choly-looking iudividual. Another wagon, 
drawn by four horses, in which was a very/,;' 
car. Then, again, a wag-on as at fi.-st, but 
mounted by a poor imitation of negroes, mak- 
ing all k'mds of fautestic motions and ;'^sEqne 
faces. Then a rquad of monnted bntchers, 
cairying, cu large wooden forks, ezagg.rated 
imituions of cauliflower, carrots, bcoj, Ac. 
Tutn '.olio wed a large frigate, typing ths city 
ofFarii. It was placed on a err and decked 
out in variegated flags. Naked c iplds we.-e 
pi'rchrd In the rigving, and dangling frc>m the 
jaid atixf, of the size of a lhrce->ear oid cnild; 
the hull contained seamen of several urtlans, 
.and a b-ud of music. In this same car, can. 
taiiricg ihtse di' inities ot Olympu?; 'wai a par 
ty cf shcr'Lerde=.-cs singing lucljdks, iueluJi -g 
the pop'alar “/ ' r* g du I'm 'f-Ot-as.'’ After Ihl^ 
followed whut seemed the chief joke of the oc- 
cafion — a wagon with high Bld;-s, in which was 
seated a monster image, with features animal- 
like in the extreme, which we learn represented 
tbe Gargantna of RabelaD, always loo'rilng 
ent for what it can devonr. It had a sort of 
crown upon its bead, and a scarlet coat trim- 
med with gold lace. The head of thu image 
was about the size of aforty-gUlou cask, aad 
appeared to ba permanent on the shoulders, 
but tLc lower jaw worked, the tongnu lapped, 
and the I'ps and eyes rolled from right to left, 
at the will of the oiKjrator inside. It was being 
ccD’taclly fed by a number of boys, dressed ua 
cocks, in white ai>rons and white paper cat's. 
They had platters with imitation roast pigs, 
calves, aud shecp-hcads, sides of bacon, 
&c., <t;c , which they administered to the beef- 
eater, as be opened his mouth, first pushing in 
the platter and its contents, and then jumping 
in atur it and disai'pcaring down t'ue ihroa'.— 
and here is where the laugh comes in- making 
their way out — though not as Jonah did f.-om 
the v.hal^— apparently not to have sufferod 
much frem the digestion and digestive pro. 
ctEi, to which they had been subjected, unt 
EcaiELingly qnlte ready to make the “middle 
pasE;'ge” again. After this followed another 
iqnadof the parsnip brigade, which ended the 
tbow.

A terrible traifefiy occurred at Bedford last 
lIkLI. Dr. Beojatuin Ndwlaud caoie to the 
knowledge of the fact that Prof. Madi*on 
Evan?, fcriEcrlv a clergyman and Lincoln 
elector in tbe TLiid dielrlct, had eedneed hla 
daughier, a ycung girl eiktecu jeiks of age, 
and that *he was cnciente by him. The Doctor 
armed bimstlf with a revolver and dijsecl'.ng 
kn’fj, end lought the eedicer. He went to the 
house of Evans, who was not at horns, and 
infurmtd bis wife that he would kill him ou 
sight. Ntwland subsequeutly met Evana, and 
to be sure cf his man inquired who be was. 
Newland then fired his revolver, wounding 
Evan? in the bfp severely, but not fatally; then 
drew his dissecting knife and^nearly cut off the 
head of bis victim, and continued :tabbing him 
nntil death ensued, Evans begging for his life. 
It spueara from subsequent developments that 
Ev 3 u£ had been attempting the seduction of the 
giritfer thiee yeais. Kewiand and Evan* were 
neighbors, hence the atrocity of the deed. 
Evans was a CampbeilUe I'leacher, and for 
several years has been engaged in teaching, 
and for some time was professor in tbe North- 
wcslein Lniversity here. The Grand Jury 
were in session at Bedford at the time of tha 
honiicide, bnt Newland Lad not been 

arrested. The partita to the tragedy 

have a large cl.'cle of relatives, and 

the affair has caused inlenss excitemenL 

Evans, a short time ago, went otf with the 
wife cf a Mr. Johnson, ol BcHord, and was 
cangbt in bed with the woman at Greencastlc, 
but the affair was hushed up. He did nut,bow- 
ever, profit by this kssun. Newiand ie a quiet 
man, aud nothing but grots provocation would 
Lave caused him thus to vindicate his honor 
aid justice.

If you hi sire to nominate a 
son of Governor Biownlow or J. M BjUs you 
cannot dd it. 

This amendment would cut off from the 
President the power to appoint a boy from the 
South, even though bis father and all his male 
relations bad fallen in the service of the coun- 
try. He considered tbe amendment most illib- 
eral. narrow, and prejudicial to ever. thlng like 
gcod leeiing. It could only be justified on the 
ground taken by the genUeman from Pennsyl- 
vania, Mr. Stevens, that every person in tbe 
eleven rebel States was an alien. Not teiiev- 
ing that, but believing that a Southerner who 
bad teen loyal to tbe governmtut w.ss en- 
titled to protection, Le, Mr. BUine, bhouid vote 
most decidedly negative on the amendmenL 
Mr. Conklin asked whether the amendment 
or substitute suggested would disturb the bovs 
wboiii the seutleman from Maine Uescrioed os 
having been colonized. 

Mr. Blaine — No, sir. Neither amendinca! af- 
fects them. My futsli.uts merely prevents any 
Inrihtr colonbration from the South, and leaves 
thf qnc.'tion where the hw Ieav<.<s it to-day. 

Mr. Schenck replied that as to the charge of 
this being a narrow-minded and illii»eral propo- 
siiicD, he Could cot tlop to bandy epi- 
Ibetf. Hii amendment warned the Pres- 
ident and the Seeretwy of War not to 
violate the law. They were siosTi’y e.xpectcd to 
conform to iu He knew that tte appainiments 
to the academy Uud been i. regularly m.ide, bat 
that irregulaiily was stopped. .Most ot such 
apiiointments were th-jee of Northern voung 
men, who had rtrvtd In the a. m.v, and who, 
being in Alabama, Tennessee, or other Soa'ffi- 
eru States, got their api>uintmcDU as if from 
those St?ics. His amendment did not interfere 
w ith any appoialment already m ule, but sim- 
ply laid down the lule that in future no ap- 
pointment shculd be made frem any State that 
hrs been in rotclUon until that State U regularly 
rehabiiiiatcd by act ol ICongrefr'according to 
what seemed the settled policy I'f Congress, at 
least on the subject of icp esentation appo.nt- 
mects ol cedet^ which were appointed inci- 
dental to r-ff reeentaticn. Whenever any dis- 
trict in a Sonthetu 8ta‘.e should be represented 
here, then the rcpie-enlalivc should have the 
cominaiion lor that district. It was for .Messrs. 
Maynard and Stokes, from Tennestee, and 
other sneh representatives, to nominate codets, 
atd not lor the President and SecreUr/ of War 
to foiestall them. His amendment did not re- 
flect on either the Pre&idcnt or Secretary of 
War. 

Mr. Blaine asked whether his proposed sub- 
stitute would not prevcLt the President fiom 
lilllrg any Vicauv-y except for ten appoint- 
ments at large, to which he was entitled 
Mr. Schenck thought not. and asked what 
was its object if it was not identical with his 
own mean and illiberal proposition? 

After luriher debate between Messrs. Blaine 
and dtevtn*, tbe question was taken on .Mr. 
Schetek’s amcedment Mr. Biains’s snbjtiiute 
net 1 eitg able to be tffered, Mr, Schenck's was 
adoptfu— yeas, bj, nays, 3b. The bill was then 
1 aseed.

New York, March C. 

The Tribune’s Washington apecial flarg; 
Chag. H. Huseell and Mosea Taylor, of New 
York, have been added to tbe commission to 
select and report upon a new post-oflice site in 
that city. 

The sutement is in fitneral circulation and 
pnbllahed in the evening pai>ere here that the 
I resident has ordend tbe discharge of tbe 
pirate Bemmes- Counter to this, the Navr De- 
partment, bw whoec anthority he waa arrested 
and is held, have no information on the subject 
beyond tbe Reneral rumor, and discrediu its 
truth. It is certain that a atrouR pressure has 
t-een tronght to bear upon the Preaident, and 
that he has not declined to interpose his ex- 
tent ve authority. 

The Naval Committee received a communi- 
cation Horn .\dmsral Poricr iusistiuE that our 
irfin-dads should be t.aken cut of the water 
whi.e rot in uie, for the pnrjiosc of preserva- 
tion, This necesalty woe urKed by an oilicial 
tx ard as early es 1662, and is of interest in ast- 
tlinR the vexed qnet tion a.s to the relative merits 
of salt or fresh water in which to lay up iron- 
clad vea*els. 

The Thii J Auditor of the Treasury h«s issued 
a circnlar conceinlng extra duty pay to non- 
commissioned tfllcers atd soldiers of the armv, 
in vt hicb he says that a misapprehension exists 
relative to the IfRality of paying the p*er diem 
authorized by the army refjulations oi 1661. 
Tte -\uditor. therefore, decides that e.vtra duty 
cannot be aUowed, except to enlisted men era- 
ploted as clerks in the mllitArv otlicea in Wash- 
lEgtoD, at the several Gcognphlcal Diviaions, 
Department Headquarters, and at the West 
Point Military, to whom such pav Is not pro- 
hibited. With the cxccptloDB mcntioncl, no 
aoldier will hereafier receive extra duty pay, 
acd payments made by disbursing oillcers in 
violation of this decision will not be allowed to 
their credit in the settlement of accounts at the 
Treasury.

Whereas, the w elfare of the nation and ths 
perpetuation of citil liberty require a strict ad- 
heri nee to the ConsUtuliun and laws enacted in 
accordance therewith; and wheieas, Andrew 
Johnson, President of the Uciicd State’, in his 
Ikte mts’age, has manifested a firmness and 
independence io adhering to the Constitution, 
and delendiiig the libeiiics of the peopl’, be 
coming a sta'esmer; therefore 
Retolcfd, That the irreet'.ug heartily indorse 
his mcssi ge, and belie ve his aciiorrs should and 
W’iil te indorsed by the masit-s oi the American 
people. 

The qnesticn being taken thereon, the pre- 
amtle ui.d resolutions were unanimously 
adopted.

Tbe steamer W. B. Carter, al the time of her 
exi>lotion, had on board an express safe, 
which has not since been recovered. Tbe fol- 
lowing, taken frem the Cairo Democrat, will 
show bow utterly impossible it is to recover 
the immense treaanie belonging to thecom- 
pany: 

They learned that tbe wreck was located at 
Villa Vifta LaBding, Louisiana, and proceeded 
to that place, and examined the bottom with 
grapple and rods. The diver theri went down 
in armor, the depth of water ranging from five 
to forty fret, but found nothing of the wreck. 

I News was received that evening that led them 
to believe that the wreck had lluated down to 
Omega Landing, fifteen miles below, to which 
place ttey prccetdtd the following day. 

I Alter a diligent tearcb they became satisfied 
that they were misinfermej, end proceeded to 
Pawpaw Island, eight miles below, where 
tbelr search resnlteii as before. Deicrmlned to 
' succeed, If euch a thing was poeeiblc, they re- 
turned to Villa VisfA Commenced the 
f earch again with grapple anu rous, anJ soou 
, funnd that there was something there besides 
mud. The diver was sent down, found the 
wreck abont one hundred vards from tbe Louis- 
ville shore, in sixty -five feet of water. On the 
forward deck were found plows, scrap iron, and 
miscellaneous etnfl. Tbe diver went ait to 
where tbe safe was supposed to be, but found 
log-chains atd other mbbislr, and the mud from 
five to six feet deep In the hold. The diver worked 
nearly three date, the water on tbe last dav be- 
ing eighty feet deep, without finding tbe o'bject 
cf the search. Capt. Dugan and the agent of 
the Express company having become satisfied 
that, owing to the amount of mud and mb- 
bisb, end the high stage of water, it would be 
impossible to find the safe, tbe nmiertakiug was 
abandoned, and the underwriter came back to 
Cairo. 

— T he particn- 
lais of the elopement of the wife of a well- 
known Grand street apothecary, named Koeh- 
ler, with a boss tailor, have just been made 
matter for street talk. The injured husband 
gives the following explanation: He married 
his wife some seven years since. Sbe was a 
very accomplished lady, and excelled in rauaic, 
and he spared no expense to gratify her wishes 
in this regard. Since their marriage, they 
prespered in worldly matters, and achieved 
a respectable competence. Three child- 
ren were born to tliem, and not a cloud ob- 
scured tbe domestic horizon until Monday 
last. Early that day bis wife was unusually 
affectionate, and advised him to go out for the 
benefit of bis health, saying'she wouldlkeep an 
eye to the etoru in bis absence. He did cot go 
cm, however, and toward evening she told him 
ste had to meet a lady in New York to transict 
scime busiuet-s in relation to the sale of a piano. 
This api>eared reasonable econgb, and the un- 
tuspicrous husband ofiered no objection.

Tennessee Oil. — T he last information which 
reaches seems to show that oil disceries in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and in other States where they 
have been recorded before are not confined to 
tbore Stales, but that they extend over an area 
of which we now have but imperfect and incom- 
plite knowledge. The discoveries made by 
I’rct. Silllman showed that oil was abundant in 
Caliioinia and Mexico, as well as in the north- 
east. Later news proved its existence in Ganada 
and Gtoi gia, and now we know that it has been 
found cn the Cumberland river in Tennessee, 
and in large quantities at Banksville, in that 
State. The Cumberland enters Tennesree from 
Monroe county, in the middle southern limit of 
Keutneky. It holds a general western course 
along the border to Stewart county, where it 
tnms northward and empties into ihe Ohio, in 
Kentucky, a little above ihe mouth of the 
Tenne^’uc. It flows Irom'a mountainous into a 
tame region, thronghone which is bliiy to one 
diveieiCed by spurs from the Cumberland moun- 
taics. The whole region has been made so 
fami iar by military operations that its toi'Ogra- 
pby and geography are both well known 
Banksville, the point where the new discove- 
ry has been made, is tbe center of tbe Cumber- 
land Valley ccal region. It is growing with 
that rapidity which follows this discovery every- 
where. and wUl. if the report is true to' tbe ex- 
tent indicated, become inferior only to our own 
oil centers. The proximity of the place to 'the 
river is favorable to the shipment of supplies 
lor and of produce from the wells. It is in the 
richest agricnliural portion of the State, and 
whore a loyal and (nterprising population will 
be found. The Dtcaiur and Nashville and the 
Nashville acd Winchester Railroads cross this 
region, acd, in connection with the Cumber- 
land river freights, give it all, or nearly all, ol 
the transportation which is required. It is too 
early now to know how great the yieli of the 
ntw discovery may bo, or how remunerative. 
Ibe oil is said lo be principally adapted to 
lubricating pnrircscs. It is dark and heavy, bat 
valuable. This extensi n of the oil field will 
be very useiul, aud, with the increasing amount 
ot oil consumpUen in tbe South, can hardlv 
laii to benefit mat section as well as the country.
